SCARCE 


Pennsylvania Shops Have Less 


Than Day's Supply on 


Hand Tonight 


PLENTY OF IT ON ROAD 


Delay in Transit from the 


Mines-Agent Ross Be- 


comes a Banker, 


There is not enough coal in the bins 


•t, the Plttshurg blacksmith shop to 
run the fires another day and there is 
nonp to l)e had at the city coal yards, 
the railway company having already 
exhausted that supply. Two of the 
big hammers were shut down today on 
account of this scarcity and others 
will he closed Monday unless relief 
coracs today or tomorrow. There is 
an abundant supply on the road, but 
It has been delayed in transit. There 
Is no lack of coal for firing locomotives 
and other steam-making plants, how- 
ever, nt present, but, it is only recently 
that the Pennsylvania company has 
been so favorably situated. 
This 


company has been so zealous in serv- 
ing others with cars for coal shipments 
that ir. did not take care 
of its 


own interests at the mines and once 
or twice during the fall there was 
great danger of a serious shortage in 
this class of fuel. The locomotives 
that take coal in this city consume 
at the present time about forty car- 
loads of fuel every day, an assertion 
•"•'Inch seems almost incredible to one 
not familiar with the situation, but 
it is r.one the less true. 


The efforts of tho Pennsylvania to 


relieve the situation at the mines and 
to contribute to the relief of the fuel 
situation in the central and western 
slates has augmented Iho trouble in 
other shipping lines. The Pittsburg 
Dispatch-says: "Congestion of freight 
such as Pittsburg has never experi- 
enced 
has come as a result of the 


drastic remedy applied by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and Hues west last 
week to move coal and coke. Tho olll- 
cials reckoned with the absent host, 
'and Peter has been 
robbed to pay 


Paul. Tho supply of grain and grain 
products is shamefully short, and tho 
city is facing a bread famine. One of 
the largest, bakeries yesterday con- 
sumed It.s last Hour and others are in 
tho same plight. Produce Is being un- 


necessarily djiyed and raw material 
of every deuKptlon is being sacrificed 
for the Movement of coal and coke. 
The lar*»t freight yards in the dis- 
trict ai» clogged beyond redemption, 
while most of the fuel is moving out 
of th^ city. A spell of cold weather 
at this time would mean destitution 
and perhaps death to many. So criti- 
cal has the situation become that two 
conferences of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and Lines West officials were held 
here yesterday to outline plans for 
immediate relief. The general offices 
were represented by Charles E. Pugh, 
second vice president; W. W. Atter- 
bury, general manager, and other gen- 
eral ofiiccrs of the Lines East and 
West, situated at Columbus and Pitts- 
burg. The general superintendents of 
the Pennsylvania railroad 
division 


were also present, In addition to divis- 
ion superintendents and freight rep- 
resentatives. If the movement does 
not improve it is believed that Presi- 
dent Cassatt will pay another visit to 
the district. The yards at Conway, 
on the eastern division of the Fort 
Wayne, are in perhaps a worse condi- 
tion than others In the district. 
The 


Fort Wayne has had to bear the great- 
er part of the coal movement to the 
northwest, and its capacity was soon 
overtaxed. 
Pittsburg shippers are 


paying the result of the blunder. The 
Sheraden yards on the Panhandle are 
also in bad shape, while those east of 
Pittsburg on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road are overtaxed with coal. Other 
commodities are delayed on this ac- 
count." 


A Good Suggestion. 


A railway man who is familiar with 


the situation remarked to a reporter 
this morning that he believed the 
Pennsylvania company would find an 
electric road between the shops down 
town and the east car shops a great 
convenience and one which would soon 
repay the cost of construction. 
His 


idea was to have a lino upon which 
cars would leave each shop every ten 
minutes if necessary and carry car 
material and employes both. A corn: 
binatlon car about the size of the in- 
torurban cars would answer the pur- 
pose, as bulky car material could be 
taken out to the shops on the steam 
line, as it Is at present. Such a serv- 
ice would do away with the tedious 
waits that the men are often subjected 
to on account of the shop engine being 
otherwise engaged at tho time they 
want Io go to or from the east shop or 
to send some material that- is badly 
needed. The power to run the electric 
road could bo furnished by the plant 
on Lafayette street.

"As the fiubject of the legislation 


falls within section 22, article 4, of 
the state constitution, we hold that 
it is unconstitutional. 


'•The same principle 
is held in 


Kannel vs. city of Indianapolis. 155 
Ind.. page 186, as cited by counsel, 
and as applicable to this cause, the 
court will take Judicial knowledge 
of the fact that the act of the legis 
l.iture of March 6th. 1899, above 
quoted, can relate to no other local- 
ity than Wayne township, 
Allen 


county, for it is fixed by the United 
States census of 1890, an established 
census, out of the reach of any other 
township In the state. 
It is there 


fore, in tha language of the state 
constitution, a local special law. 


"Second query: 
Does the subject 


of legislation here fall within sec 
tion 22, article 4, of the state con- 
stitution, prohibiting special or local 
legislation as to compensation or du- 
ties of justices of the peace? 


"As to their compensation, the act 


provides that In lieu of all fees and 
other compensation the justices of 
the peace shall receive the following 
compensation for their services and 
no other: One thousand dollars per 
annum, payable quarterly 
by the 


township trustee. As to their duties, 
the net provides that the justices 
shall keep their respective offices in 
suc".> place as may be designated by 
t]ic rminty commissioners and shall 
keep their offices open every day, 
Sundays and holidays excepted, dur- 
ing such hours as the business there- 
of may require.

reached the age of 100 there are two 
women.

I.'used to bo said that forty wua 


"the old age of youth," 
and that 


fifty was "th« youth of old age." 
But even Victor Hugo could not say 
that today with much force on th* 
brains 
of other men. 
Charles 
T. 


Yerkes. in a recent London interview, 
said that a man was not really ripo 
for business until he was fifty, be- 
ing with few exceptions merely an 
apprentice before that age. ' Henry 
Clews lately said that he knew many 
men who had achievad their greatest 
successes after they 
were 
sixty. 


Everybody knows that Michael An- 
pelo, 
Titian, 
Voltaire, Franklin. 


Newton, Lord Brougham. Palmers- 
ton, Kent, Gladstone,

How to extend the span of life in- 
definitely is the problem to which 
many 
set 
themselves 
nowadays. 


Scientists nnd doctors promise 
al- 


most unlimited life to coming gen- 
erations. Man is to become 
the 


architect of his own fortune in a new 
and wider sense. Progress will be 
measured by a new scale. 


Prof. Jacques Loeb and others are 


working on experiments which have 
for their objects th«s production of 
life without a 
father—partheno- 


genesis—and the arrest of death in 
germs. 
Pasteur 
institute 
experi- 


menters are endeavoring to prolong 
human 
existence 
indefinitely 
by 


checking the advance of death on the 
threshold, in the cells 
themselves, 


thus arresting senile decrepitude by 
the use of a specific serum for the 
blood, instead of attempting to com- 
bat external disease. 


But let us turn to the Interesting 


old people of last year: 


The oldest practicing physician in 


the United States, and probably the 
oldest In the world, Is Dr. J. P. Wood, 
of Coffeyvlllo, Kas., who celebrated 
his 100th birthday in 1002. He was 
born in Dublin on January 4, 1802, 
and began practicing at the ago of 
twenty-two, 
thus having seventy- 


eight years of medical work to liin 
credit. "But," he always adds, in 
telling about It, "I have done mighty 
little practicing 
on myself." 
Ho 


served as a surgeon in General Tay- 
lor's army In the Mexican war. Dr. 
Wood attributes his long life and 
sustained vigor to the fact that he 
has always lived plainly and tem- 
perately, indulging no excesses, and 
shunned liquor and tobacco as ho 
would a deadly poison. As a stvdent 
In Transylvania Medical college he 
joined a coterie ot seven classmates 
who had pledged themselves to this 
manner of living. 
All but one of 


the parties to this compact lived to 
be over seventy-five, five to be over 
eighty, one became a nonagenarian, 
while Dr. Wood, the sole survivor, 
is now in his 101st year. 


But abstemious as Dr. Wood has 


been, his self-denying mode of living 
does not seem to furnish any uni- I 
versal rule for longevity, for John j 
Barlow, a remarkable 
old man of I 


Montgomery county, 
N. 
Y., 
who ] 


passed 
his 107th 
birthday 
last 


spring, tells us that he has drunk 
whisky and chewed and smoked to- 
bacco nearly all his life. 
He was 


still hale and hearty at last accounts, 
and, moreover, was said to be court- 
ing a well known widow, aged nine- 
ty-seven, 
with good 
prospects of 


making her his fifth wife. 
This 


wonderfully preserved old man. in 
whose longevity we see a paradox, 
so far as total 
abstinence is con- 


cerned, has never required the serv- 
ices of a physician, a' dentist or nn 
oculist. 
He has lived much in the 


open air as a farmer nnd hns always 
preferred walking to riding in his 
local travels. He has two sons who 
are great-grandfathers, thus being 
himself a great-great-grandfather. 


Keeping the temperance 
question 


in view, however, as a sine qua non 
to long life, Francis M. Anthony, a 
centenarian living near Bloomlngton, 
111., who celebrated the 102 anniver- 
sary of his birth last May, counters 
upon Mr. Barlow in fine style. At 
this celebration Mr. Anthony 
told 


his friends, with no little pride, that 
in nil trip ymf which hnd b*rii Hi- 
lotted ' to him he had never tasted 
alcohol or tobacco. He put stress on 
this as an indispensable condition 
to health, happiness and n serene old 
ago. He Is a native of County Ty- 
rone, Ireland, and came to this coun- 
try in 1820, settling with his par- 
ents in upper New York. In 1873 
he removed with his family to Illi- 
nois. 


At various times during the year 


attention was drawn to remarkable 
old ladies, the more notable of whom 
form exceptionally interesting links 
with the past. 
In 1704, when the 


dazzling splendor of Napoleon's gen-

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CUBAN TREATY II 


TROUBLEJREEDER 


Will be Cause of Serious Dif- 


ferences Between Britain 


and America 
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REGARDED AS IMPORTANT 


Commercial Deputation Visits 


British Foreign Secre- 


tary to Protest, 


Lcmfem, Jan. 24. — The reciprocity 


treaty between Cuba and the United 
States threatens to raise one of the 
most serious differences of opinion 
between Ckneat Britain and the Uni- 
ted States that has 
occurred for 


years. 
So' much importance is 
at- 


tached to the matter that a. meeting 
of the cabinet is 
being 
specially 


summoned to see what action can be 
taken. There is, of course, no alarm- 
ist feeling as to any possible strain- 
ing 
of 
diplomatic 
relations, but 


Great Britain's 
entire 
commercial 


policy is believed to be vitally con- 
cerned. The matter came to a head 
through the deputation 
from 
the 


chamber at commerce of the United 
Kingdom -which waited upon 
For- 


eign Secretory Lansdowne yesterday. 
It included several members of par- 
liament aud represented 
the most 


powerful business interests from all 
the BritisJa industrial centers. Re- 
plying to the delegates' argument 
that all the advantages which the 
govemmejnt had gained by securing 
the abolition of the sugar bounties 


be sacrificed if the Cuban reci- 
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procity treaty 
became 
operative, 


Lord Lanedowne said he thoroughly 
realized the gravity of the situation 
and proceeded to 
read 
dispatches 


showing that Ambassador 
Herbert 


had forcefully represented the Brit- 
ish objections to the treaty, pointing 
out that it was to all intents and 
purposes a discrimination against all 
the Uritjiih possessions in the West 
Indies. Secretary Hay's reply main- 
tained that the United States was

Dr, Chambers Teljs of an In- 


teresting Incident of His 
v 


California Trip. 


Dr. John D. Chambers, who left this 


city for California early in December, 
writes The Sentinel from Fall Brook 
of his trip west, and gives a very in- 
teresting account of an ascent of 
Kount Smith. Dr. Chambers says of 
his trip up the mountain: 


"Last Tuesday Dr. Pratt and I 


drove to the summit of Mount Smith, 
the highest peak of the Palomares 
range, a sub-range of the San Jacinto 
mountains. 
The mountain is twenty- 


five miles away and it is thirteen 
miles and a half from the base to the 
summit. We made forty-two taclis 
up the side to get up the grade and 
were from 2 until 6:30 making the 
ascent. 


"The Pacific canie in full view as 


we reached the upper height nnd 
saw a magnificent sunset on the 
ocean. Much of the way up was along 
a road with precipices hundreds and 
sometimes thousands of feet on ona 
side and the road not wide enough to 
allow another team to pass.

"Immense pines grew on the moun- 


tain lower down and we measured 
some which -were five, six ana seven 
feet in diameter.

FATHER SHERMAN ON 


CHRIST'S DIVINITY 


Gifted Son of Famous General 


Delivers Lecture at 


Cathedral, 


Rev. Father Thomas J. Sherman, 


S. X, of Chicago, the gifted son of 
the late Major 
General 
William 


Tecumseh .Sherman and one of the 
most eloquent and forceful divines 
of the Catholic church in America, 
lectured 
at the 
Cathedral Friday 


evening, his theme being "The Di- 
vinity of Christ." 


The audience was a large one, made 


up of Catholic 
and 
non-Catholics 


alike, and it included many old vet- 
erans who had marched -with 
the 


priest's famous father "from Atlanta 
to the sea." 
Father Sherman has a 


commanding figure, he speaks rap-

SHOULD BE MADE CLEAR. 


In part Father Sherman said: 
"In those days of religious doubt »nd dis- 


cord, of so.called 'higher criticism' of the 
sacred word of God, It 1» lecominf that wo 
of the old faith should nttke clear the doc- 
trine upon which Christianity and civiliza- 
tion alike rest and without which civilization 
Is a sham. I mean the divinity of Christ. 
When we speak of the divinity of Christ wo 
mean God in the flesh, God of God, light of 
light, true God of true God. begotten, not 
made, consulistantlal with tho Father. Wo 
mean that Jesus Christ is God Almighty, 
and the proofs of the correctness of this be- 
liof arc not wanting. 


"There Is too much of agnostic doubt in our 


day. 
Wo hear it said, 'Oh, yes. Christ was 


undoubtedly a good man and a true man: 
He was undoubtedly higher than the rest of 
us hy some process of evolution.' Now, all 
this is sham. It Is worse than sham; it is 
absolutely 1'also and cannot be otherwise. I 
will go farther and say that Christ Is either 
God or else Ro was the most vile tmposter 
of all the ages. He was either a moral 
monstrosity or He was God Almighty. Tho 
simplest proof of this is In the fact that Ho 
Hhnsolf said that He was God, therefore 
Ho is God. Even His enemies admitted 
that Ho was a truthful man. Now, if He 
WAR truthful, He must first of atl'toave been 
truthful about Himself. 


HIS WAYS WERE SIMPLE. 


'•Row, Christ appeared among men as a 


slmplv man. 
Bogard Him as He ctands 


among the twelve simple fishermen whom Ho 
chose aa His first followers, and asks them, 
'Whom do men say that I ami' He was told 
that some said He was Ellas, and some John 
the Baptist conn to Ufa. And turning to 
the leader of the twelve. He asked, 'Whom 
do you say that I am!' 
Hear Simon's 


answer: 'Thou art Christ, the Son of the 
living God.' If He was not God, how could 
He have truthfully answered as He did, 
'Blessed art thou, Bimon, that thou hast 
believed.' 
If He were not God, how could 


He have said to fiimon: 'God, my Father, 
could alone tell thee what I am.1 Again, 
take His conduct toward His friend Philip, 
who did not believe oven after seeing tho 
miracle of the multiplication of the loaves 
and fishes. It was too stupendous a thing 
for Philip's comprehension. 
Having seen 


Him heal tho sick, give sight to tho blind, 
and eveu restore the dead to life, even then 
Philip did not believe. You remember Philip 
said, 'Show me the face of the Father and 
all Is well with us,' and then his answer, 
'Have I been so long with you and you do 
not know mo y»tV and 'He that sees me sees 
my father.' Does anyone believe Jesus oould 
say that and still be a truthful man unless 
He was God 1 


"A few years ago a man In the west came 


to me and told me he believed the Catholic 
religion w»s the only true faith, but he oould 
not believe In the divinity of Christ. 
I 


cited this one Instance to him and asked 
him If he believed Christ was God or not. 
Ho believed and asked to be baptized. No, 
a mere man could not say such things and 
be truthful: he would be as false as the 
demons of hell. 


PROCLAIMED HIS DIVINITY. 


"Wf S«P Him standing alone, against the 


power of the mightiest prleithood tho world 
has ever snen. Every time He proclaimed 
Himself God He battled against this mighty 
forctt that swayed the nation. They could 
not see in this lowly man the Messiah they 
were awaiting. We see Him standing alone 
in the great concourse of tho priests before 
Israel's altar and boldly announcing that He 
was the fountain of life. 'Kill him! Kill 
him!' cry the priests, 
and daggers are 


drawn and the rabble hurls Itsolf upon Him, 
but harmed Him not, and when the priests 
ashed why these men did not kill Him, their 
reply was that no one had ever spoken to 
them as He had spoken. And again, when 
He said, 'Abraham, your Father, rejoiced to 
see my day.' In tho hatred of their hearts 
they would have torn Him to pieces. 'Thou 
art not yet fifty years of age, and yet thou 
hast seen Abraham?' they asked, and his 
answer is, 'Before Abraham was made I am,' 
and remember this declaration made in God's 
own temple. 
Oh, tho depth of blasphemy! 


Wero It not true a million deaths could not 
atone for It. There is no room for ag- 
nosticism or unitarlanism In the light of 
Christ's own utterances. Either you must 
make of Him an outcast or you must Believe 
He Is God. Therefore, He declared to His 
friends, to tho apostles, to the people and 
to the priests, that Ho was God. He spoke 
as God, Ho legislated as God. 


THE HIGHER CRITICISM. 


"Mow, the question Is, does he sustain 


His claim I First. I would caU your atten- 
tion to tho old arguments, the old doubts, 
and to what we call the 'higher criticism" 
of today, otherwise tho fashion of tearing 
the Bible to tatters. But we must go behind 
nil those -things and look deeper under the 
surface. Wo must go farther back than the 
writings of tho sixth century and look to 
more than one source for our proofs. 
The 


hlufTs that lino its shores nor the myriad 
craft that ply upon its bosom do not form 
the mighty Mississippi. Tho paper upon 
which our constitution Is written Is not the 
constitution. No single part of our people 
can be regarded aa the ono great nation of 
seventy millions of people, as a whole ani- 
mated by the same love and enthusiasm and 
virtues. 
And so wo must go deeper than any 


one or two or a dozen things to get a per- 
fect whole. 
Will this higher criticism 


undo the fact of Jerusalem being Jerusalem) 
Will it rewrite the scroll of the ages, the 
testimony of all the saints and prophets and 
apostles because It remembers but a little of 
what It read of all of them! Will It tear 
the heart-strings of tho millions of Hebrew 
mothers, every one of whom hoped for cen- 
turies that she would be the mother of tho 
Messiah! 


BASIS OF OUR FAITH. 


"Stop and think for A moment of our 


great nation—God bless It—I love It with 
every pr.lso of this humble heart of mine. 


Imagine our greatness and our power. 
Ana 


yet w* are but •( yeaterday. But hen w« 
fc*ve | nation for hundred* of y«ui kofore 
the birth of thli man we are talking 'about. 
It was a nation of magnificent heroes, but 
It was a nation wrapped in religion founded 
on God, and crushed by other nations because 
of that belief. This nation Is the basis of 
our fait*. 


"What of the words spoken centuries be- 


fore the birth of Christ—'Out of Bethlehem 
shall come a fovernor that shall rule my 
people of Israeli* What of the words of 
all who foretold His coming, His life and 
death, from the beginning to the end, even 
down to the division of His garments among 
thn soldiers at the orosst 'They divided my 
vesture among them.' The songs of David, 
the prophecies of Isaiah, all breathe the 
same strain. 
Suppose that 
fifty 
years 


ago someone had written predicting that a 
man of our time, named for the father of our 
country, would sail half way around the 
earth, and on a morning In May would win 
a victory that would change our destiny. 
He would have been laughed at. He would 
be told that God alone could foretell the fu- 
ture. But suppose Instead of one man hun- 
dreds had written the same thing; suppose 
that instead of one such writing there were 
hundreds of manuscripts, written by different 
persons, of different nations and times, scat- 
tered throughout the monasteries and col- 
leges and libraries of the old world. Would 
It not appear wonderfully prophetic in the 
light of the happenings of the last four 
years? 


FORETOLD BY THE PROPHETS. 


"Hundreds of years before Christ there 


were Greek scholars who. although not be* 
llevin? in the religion of the Jews, yet 
translated the writings of the prophets of 
Israel. 
Fifty writers in jtilffcrent times 


wrote and translated these things, and they 
aro extant today for anyone who can read 
Greek. Suppose hero in your beautiful city 
a portion of a statue were found and another 
portion In Logonoport, and another in Indian- 
apolis, and another in Vinccnnes. and tho 
•whole were put together, who would doubt 
the existence of the statue! And so, taking 
the sayings of all tho prophets and classing 
thorn together, we aro led to the Inevitable 
conclusion that this Man is tho one xvhoso 
coming they foretold, and when He says, 'I 
am God,' it 'Is hard to disbelieve. I havo 
yet to meet a man of legal training who 
refused to recognize the force of all these 
circumstances. 


"Think of the miracles He wrought. Ho 


cured Instantaneously. He did not pray to 
God for help for the afflicted who came to 
Him. 
He was God, and He willed the 


euros. To the lame Ho said, 'Bo cured;' to 
the leper. 'Bo thou clean.' 'lord, wilt Thou 
cleanse met' 'I will.' The will that wills 
miracles Is the will of God. He did not 
Ask God or Ellas to work miracles. 
He 


worked them Himself. We cannot explain 
His miracles, and science can not fathom 
them. What process of chemistry could at 
a word change water Into wlno. or what 
make a wapan load of bread from two 
loaves? It cannot 'be said that these things 
were done In tho presence of a few, for they 
wero done in a country teeming with popu- 
lation and full of rellclous fervor, and Ho 
was continually followed by groat crowds. I 
would bo willing to put thoso things to a 
test. I would take an Impartial jury of 
twelve men from any nation in all the world 
and let all the Ingersolls and Roussoaus and 
Voltaires declaim, and that Jury would not 
accept their conclusions. 


TEST OF CHARACTER. 


"The next test is the character of Christ. 


First of all, who was Hel My friends, how 
few are the fountains of wisdom in this 
world. Take a man In any walk of life and 
seek to make him a leader of men. Take a 
lawyer, for instance. 
He receives eight 


years' schooling In tho common schools, four 
years In the hlffh school, four years In col- 
lege, and then, after many years of hard, 
unrelenting labor In practice, he begins to 
be a leader of thought. Again, take a sol- 
dier. Lontf years of study, of ardent dis- 
cipline, of rough campaigning, of arduous 
marching, and maybe you havo a man nt to 
lead ten thousand men to kill ten thou- 
sand other men. One of tho men most po- 
tent in swaying other men's minds In this 
ago was Cardinal Newman. Who was New- 
man? 
Go to Oxford, that shrine of art and 


culture, the depository of learning of the 
middle ages and Its conservator now and 
you will see where Newman was nourished 
and the fount at which he drank. It takes 
Intense and long study and training to make 
men of influence. 


"And 
now think of how, twenty centuries 


ago, In a little village like one of your In- 
diana crossroads towns, from a little car- 
penter shop like tho humblest shop In yonr 
own state, there came a young Man whose 
days had been days of toll slnae childhood. 
He met the Jewish lawyers and priests, and 
although Jewish law was so complex and 
ni»i'.c such hair-sal:'.!!::? d!:t!r.ct!:=:, ih!: 
untutored young Man poured out such learn- 
ing as the lawyers and priests of Juda had 
never heard. 
He confounded those who 


would confound Him, and every word was 
pregnant with wisdom—-wisdom that applies 
in our own times. 
'Render unto Caesar tho 


things that arc Caesar's, and unto God the 
things that are God's' is a lesson that still 
teaches me that I can be faithful to my re- 
ligion and yet faithful to my country, and 
that there is no conflict between the two. 
Think of the sermon on the 
mount—how 


fresh, how swoot, how solemn, how gentle, 
and yet think how it subverted the whole 
existing order and has swayed the mightiest 
and most enlightened nations over since. 
Whence did He derlvo His wisdom? He did 
not set wisdom. He is wisdom itsolf. 


IDEAL OF ALL AGES. 


'I suppose every person here has an ideal 


uf what a man should be, Perchance your 
Weal soldier is Napoleon, your ideal states- 
man Clay or Webster or Calhoun. All ages 
have tholr ideals, but there Is but ono man 
who stands out as the ideal Man of all ages 
—the Man with all tho beauties of character, 
of all rounded qualities, mental, physical and 
spiritual, 
and 
He 
is 
Christ 
Jesus 
of 


Nazareth. He is the ideal man, recognized 
as such after 1900 years. The fiercest crit- 
icism of ono of His worst enemies closes with 
these words; 'Ho.lived as a God and as a 
God He died.' 


"Pacing on the rocky shores of his island 


prison Napoleon, musinff on his faded glory, 
recalling his power to sway armies and thrill 
nations by his own magnetism, and then.look- 
ing: upon himself, shaken like a leaf In the 
storm, asks; 'Men havo been willing, aye 
glad, to die for me. but will any man a hun- 
dred years from now die for me?' 
No, not 


one today would give his life for the mighty 
Napoleon, tho idol of his people. But that 
humble carpenter, after tho lapso of nine- 
teen centuries, is still the leader of countless 
millions, and men and women give up their 
homes, their lives of ease and luxury, to fol- 
low end do the will of the Crucified Christ. 
And this Is only because He proved, and a 
thousand things prove, that Jesus Christ is 
Ood In the flesh, that He is not a man, but 
God Almighty."

ligions. considered as pagan and false 
religions, absolutely prohibit the man- 
ufacture. stile and use of intoxicating 
drinks, the curse of nations and re- 
ligions; while by nations claiming t" 
possess the pure and true religion, this 
curse is legalized and perpetuated. 


Strange as it may seem, while the 


people of pagan nations are renowned 
for their sobriety, the people of Chris- 
tian nations arc notorious for their 
drunkenness, nnd whenever Christian 
nations have sought by commerce nnd 
missions to civilize and Christianize 
peoples the drink evil has been intro- 
duced and proved a. curse. 


We lay it down as a rule .to xiphoid 


Christianity, but when our brethren 
speak fo.olishly ive cannot allow it to 
pass. .Dr. Cuiamings in one of his 
famous lectures on miracles 
saj-s:

toxicated if he drinks from a cask! 
'Vs well tell us that a Christian mnn 
ivill not burn himself if he put his 
land into a flame, or will not be 
>otsoned if 
he takes a dose of ar- 


senic. His Christianitj- will be no pro- 
tection from the fiery elements of the 
xnsonous substance in either case. 


It will not do to assort that your 


Christianity will prevent yon from be- 
coming intemperate if you continue 
:o use these drinks. It did not pro- 
leet Noah, it did not protect Lot. Nor 
thousands of others who once stood 
nigh in the Christian church. 


Let it ever be borne in mind flint al- 


loholio liquor touches the stomach, 
the head, and th« heart. And itoper- 
it.es on the stomach, the head nnd the 
arart of the Christian as it doc» on 
he poorest, infidel. In its operation

was written upon learning that they 
had been faithful.

Timothy returned with a good re- 
port, Paul, who had been anxious, 
was so relieved and overjoyed that 
lie sat down at once and wrote them 
tho letter that we study to-day. 


This is the gentlest of all Paul's 


letters. He writes as the missionary 
pastor, without a thought, of contro- 
versy.
